DUBOIS. 


Pierre MAYEUX was married to Marie CELLIER. do not know if these people were married 


in France or in Louisiana. While doing this research ! have found four men with the name ot 
of Nicolas PREVOST. ; 


The earliest record found of a Nicolas PREVOST is that of the one who came to the Louisiana 
Territory with Iberville, but it would seem that he died on December 31, 1699 as found in 
"Mississippi, Heart of the South", Vol. 1, page 183, by Dunbar Rowland. 


Second, from St. Louis Cathedral, New Orleans, there is a marriage entry in Baptismal Book 
1, page 56, act 33, for Nicolas PREVOST, son of Claude PREVOST and Marie ROVRIE; he 
married Theresa BERTRAND daughter of Pierre BERTRAND and Francoise POUPON, he was 
from Longuville, Eveche du Boulogne, she was from Brest, Parish of St. Saiveur, Eveche du 
St. Paul. This marriage took place on June 18, 1732. 


Third, Nicolas PREVOST dit COLLET whose genealogy we are presenting here, was from 
La Rochelle, France. He was in the Natchitoches area in the early 1720's. 


Fourth and last we have Nicolas PREVOST dit BLONDIN who married Marie Francoise 
Quebedeau of Kaskaskia on July 27, 1745. He was the son of Claude PREVOST and of 
Marianne of Boulogne. She was the daughter of Joseph QUEBEDEAU and of Marie Anne 
Antoine BEAU. He was the widower of Marie Theresa KIER..... ? (Kaskaskia Under the 
French Regime, by Natalie Maree Belting, pages 109 and 110). It is almost certain that 
Nicolas number two and four were one and the same person. He came down to the Point 
Coupee Post where his descendants intermarried with the descendants of Nicolas PREVOST 
dit COLLET, as presented in the following genealogy . 


Pierre MAYEUX seems to have gone to the Arkansas Post, Netchez, Pointe Coupee and 
New Orleans areas as is evident in the marriage records of several -of his children.
